In Germany 
miners are not as well organised as In 
Great Britain, owing largely to the fact 
that the federation has been handi¬ 
capped in the mining industry by a *•■>- 
called Chrintlan dual organization and 
powerful coal combine*. On the other 
band, in Great Britain substantially all 
the miners are organised, and the 
German tacticians reasoned that It was 
all-lraportant that the British battle uc 


for tne German gorernreent in all 
essential questions, since it benefits 
entire (HX) PotUh Jandowners aod their 
fullowlnf. They help to deliver 80.- 
000.000 of Germans and 4.000,000 
I*oUsh workingmen lo the tender mer¬ 
cies of the German expiu^ters. aad 
are proud of the fact, that 600 Polish 
landowoem may take part In the blood 
sucking contest, called tecbnlfAlly “the 
high tariff on foodstuff" of Germany. 
The ci a sses of Poland assert that they 
would give their lives to restore old 
Poland In its glory. 

For the lime being, however, they 
deliver their countrymen up to a 
Bystem of exploitation which has no 
equal in scientific tboroughnees. 

And exactly as in Polind. m in ex*err 
country is patriotism the virtue of 
the messes.
